There are at least 18 persons in 
upstate New York, including El- 
lenville, Poughkeepsie and Al- 
bany, who are believed to have 
possibly been exposed to malig- 
nant smallpox on the S. S. Satur- 
nia, an Italian boat upon which a 
man returning to New York city 
was taken ill and later developed 
the disease, according to an an- 
nouncement today by Dr. Edward 


Godfrey, Jr., state commission- 


er of health. 


Doctor Godfrey said that al- 


though the department is having 
some difficulty in finding the sus- 
pected contacts because of faulty 
addresses, those found are being 
placed under observation 
and 


vaccinated to prevent a possible 
spread of the disease. 


Among the places in the state 


in addition to Ellenville, Pough- 
keepsie and Albany where sus- 
pected contacts are reported to be 
residing 
are 
Solvay, 
Wilson, 


Mineola, Oyster Bay, Hempstead 
Heath, Maryknoll, and

the names of the suspected con- 
tacts as taken from the passenger 
list to district health officers. 


DUgnosI* Delayed 


The ship sailed from Lisbon, 


Portugal, on July 20, and docked 
at New York on July 27. It it 
believed that the onset of the ill- 
ness of the passenger was prob- 
ably the day before the boat land 
ed at New York, although it was 
not poesibU-ta .make .the diag 
nosis of smallpox until severa 
days later. 


"The patient is believed to have 


been in contact with a person in 
Lisbon who was ill at the time of 
this contact, the illness bavin; 
been found later to be malignani 
smallpox, a type which has a high 
fatality rate," Doctor 
Godfrey 


said. "This type of smallpox is 
prevalent in Portugal, where the 
iisease has a fatality rate of from 
30 to 60 per cent. 


Placed Under Quarantine 


"All passengers on the boat who 


may have been exposed to the im- 
ported case are being located and 
>Iaced under quarantine. 
This 


case demonstrates the possibility 
of the importation of the severe 
type of smallpox into this country 
vith the present means of rapid 
ransportation.

tient had never been vaccinated 
nd that vaccination before em- 


barkation was waived because of 
he fact that he was an American 
citizen."

Early Submarine Crew* 


Made Numerous Errors 


In the early days of submarining, 


when John Holland and his contem- 
poraries were theorizing and experi- 
menting in underwater cruising, 
they made many ludicrous mistake* 
and stumbled into predicaments 
from which they barely wiggled out. 


Pioneering In a new and capri- 


cious element, these inventors nec- 
essarily were so engrossed In the 
simple functions of diving and sur- 
facing that they often overlooked the 
attendant problems of trim, navi- 
gation, orientation, pressure and the 
reaction of men and machinery to 
the confines of air-tight hulls, writes 
Fred Hampson In the Baltimore 
Sun. 
Like most trail blaxen In the 


field of mechanics, they took their 
chances and learned as they went 
along. Maybe that explains why one 
old pigboat chugged out Into deep 
water with a dory tied to her super- 
structure, dived »nd pulled the row- 
boat under, where it promptly fouled 
the diving rudder. Feverishly the 
crew blew the tanks and came up, 
cut the dory line and thereafter dis- 
pensed with surface lifeboats.

All the major nations except Italy will have

HOLDING BREATH AS HEART TEST 


One of the tests to find condition of the heart in 


recruits for the air service is holding the breath. A' 
healthy young man can usually hold his breath for 
forty-five seconds and many 60 or more seconds. If 
the examiner is not careful, the recruit, unknown to 
himself, may be allowing small amounts of air to 
come out by way of his nose although the mouth is 
kept tightly closed. By closing the nostrils with the 
fingers, no air can come out and the correct meas- 
urement is thus made. 


Another test is to have the recruit breathe in 


and out in a natural manner and after his breath is 
out he is told to hold his breath and not breathe in. 
A normal healthy adult can keep from breathing in 
for as long as 25 to 30 seconds. 


Now this is very simple and anybody can make 


this test on himself by the aid of a watch. The one 
drawback in this test is that it should be taken 
under "normal" circumstances, that is, it should not 
be following a large meal nor after any hard cxer-
